Boiled as asparagus is boiled, aud seasoned 
with salt and spice, it is pronounced quite 
delicious by travelers who have partaken of 
it. This plant is found in more or less 
ftbundanco iu swampy places all over tho 
United States, nnd may bo Tory easily in- 
troduced in places where it does not grow 
already.
